Buffer Zone' Against 
Germany Offered To 
Leader Of Nazis 


Admits Morals Count; 
Says Father Wanted 
$500 'Wedding Fee' 


IXINDON, March 20. (/Pi -The 
house of commons was told today 
that the four remaining Ixrcarno 
powers have agreed to join in a 
virtual military alliance if Adolf 
Hitler refuses to consider pro¬ 
posals to re-e.stabli.sh the security 
of Europe. 

The propo.sals agreed to by 
Great Britain, France, Belgium 
and Italy, were published in a 
white paper submitted to the com¬ 
mons as Anthony Eden, British 
foreign secretary, b^gan an ex¬ 
planation to the lower house. 

The plan envisages an interna¬ 
tional conference to overhaul the 
I-^^ague of Nations and greatly 
widen its scope from existing limi¬ 
tations. 

.Must Be ‘Kciiial’ 

A German spokesman, shortly 
after the propo.sals were made 
public, said the plan "might” form 
a basis for di.scusslon "if certain 
unilateral parts like the police 
zone and the Hague court ref¬ 
erence were eliminated.” He de¬ 
clared Germany mu.st be treated 
as an equal and would not tolerate 
foreign troops on her soil. 

Provision was also made to set 
up a buffer zone against Ger¬ 
many along the Franco-Belglan 
borders. The zone would be oc¬ 
cupied by international troops in¬ 
cluding British and Italian forces 
until a new security treaty could 
be drawn. 

The proposed zone would be 20 
kilometers (about 12miles! 
wide from which German troops 
would be withdrawn. The pro¬ 
posals demand that movement of 
German troops into the Rhine zone 
must be suspended while French 
and Belgian governments suspend 
sending forces into zones adjoin¬ 
ing their frontiers.

The proposals are subject to 
ratification by the four govern¬ 
ments participating. The British, 
French and Belgian cabinets have ' 
already approved. ! 

London diplomatic quarters are i 
awaiting official reaction from the 
German government. ! 

In an annex, the four powers [ 
agreed that should Hiller spurn i 
the plan. Great Rrilalii and , 
Italy, as guarantors of the la>- 
larno pact. Immediately would 
inform F'raiice and B<-lglum that 
Ihe.v would come to their assist¬ 
ance In a manner jointly ap¬ 
proved. 

This duty, however, would be 
reciprocal and would oblige France 
and Belgium to come to the assist¬ 
ance of Italy and Great Britain to 
resis'i, unprovoked German aggres¬ 
sion. 

The arrangement, in effect, be¬ 
comes a super military alliance, 
since the Locarno pact provided 
guarantees only for Germany, 
Belgium and •c,.ance, in case of 
attacks. 


Charging that the father of his 
16-year-old sweetheart had offered 
to ’’sell” her to him for $500, Max 
Scanlon, 19-year-old Los Angeles 
youth, today pleaded guilty to con¬ 
tributing to her delinquency In a 
wild week at Balboa, before Su¬ 
perior Judge James L. Allen. 

Asking the court for probation 
on the charge, the youth told a 
story of wanting to marry the girl, 
and of going to her father to ask 
permission. 

"Father Wanted $50<1” 

"He wanted $500 for her,” Scan¬ 
lon told the court, "and when I 
couldn’t get it he said I couldn’t 
marry her. So we decided to run 
away and live together.” 

Judge Allen, in denying proba¬ 
tion, flayed the parents of Scan¬ 
lon for "pampering” the boy, and 
for failing to watch him closely 
enough. He faces a sentence of a 
year in the county jail. 

A wild party in the beach cot¬ 
tage was blamed for the immedi¬ 
ate delinquency. The youth testi¬ 
fied he had run away from his 
home with the girl and headed for 
Balboa, where they broke Into an 
acquaintance's hou.se, living as 
man and wife for a week. 

Stole Food Off Vacht 

During that time, he said, they 
stole food from a yacht anchored 
in Newport harbor. A young friend 
occupied the house with them for 
a time. They were apprehended by 
police when the boy's father ap¬ 
pealed to the Los Angeles sheriff 
for help in finding him. 

‘'The ca.se is flagrant,” the court 
said, "and it is not within my 
power to grant probation. He will 
not be made a useful citizen unless ! 
a lesson is taught him now.” The j 
court did not mention the youth's 
sensational charges.

Dr. L. C. Deming, Anaheim cit¬ 
rus grower anti member of the 
hoartl of tlirectors of the Orange 
f'ounty Citrus Growers associa¬ 
tion, today took issue vigorously 
with William Wallop, another di¬ 
rector. over Mr. Wallop's state¬ 
ment yesterday in which he pre- 
dictei! possible formation of an 
independent citrus fruit exchange 
in Orange county. 

Mr. VVallop's statement, as pub¬ 
lished in The Journal, .said that 
unless Orange county growers 
could secure better cooperation 
from the California Fruit Grow¬ 
ers exchange, it would be neces- 
•sary to set up an independent 
organization and control market¬ 
ing of Orange county orange.s 
through it. His statement was is¬ 
sued following a meeting of the 
Orange County Citrus Growers as¬ 
sociation. 

Flays Two on Board 

Dr. Deming to<lay charged mis¬ 
representation in the press re¬ 
port of the meeting. 

"Only within the board it.self 
has there been talk of withdraw¬ 
ing from the California Fruit 
Growers exchange,” he said. "That 
thought was sponsored principally 
by our president, A. W. Kam- 
merer of Fullerton, and William 
Wallop of Placentia. Wallop, in¬ 
cidentally, has but five ac-res in 
the exchange. In view of this 
fact his zeal for withdrawing is 
not easily understood.” 

“No United Sentiment”

Approval by President Roosevelt 
for four Orange county projects 
with a total cost of $76,074, was 
received here today by Dan Mul- 
herron. Orange county director for 
the Works Progress administra¬ 
tion. 

These include continuation of 
the Santa Ana park project in the 
.Santiago creek. The federal funds 
for this purpoAe will b«( $21,864. 
while the city will provide $11,627. 
Work will be provided for 104 men. 

Two projects came through for 
San Clemente. One was for street 
Improvement, for which the WPA 
will provide $9196 and the city 
$265.'!. 'rhere will be jobs for 22 
men, 'Phe other project was for de¬ 
velopment of the San Clemente 
state park, for which the WPA 
will contribute $10,284, 'I’he spon- 
.sor's share will be $3593, and the 
project will employ 18 men. 

A supplementary allotment of 
$16,857 was approved for the Villa 
F’ark storm drain project. The 
work will start as soon as funds 
are actually allotted.

Mayor 
Gaebe issued the following proc¬ 
lamation: 

"I, Darrell H. Gaebe, master 
councilor of the Santa Ana chap¬ 
ter, Order of De Molay, hereby 
designate Friday the 20th of 
March, 19.36, as Santa Ana De 
Molay day.

</Pi — Two men were killed and 
four others injured in the explo¬ 
sion of a Western Pacific rail¬ 
road locomotive at Silver Zone, 
Nev., 34 miles west of here, today. 
The dead are C. E, Dockendorf, 63, 
brakeman, and G. F. Howell, 27, 
brakeman, both of Elko, Nev. 

They were riding in the cupola 
of a caboose on castbound train 
No. 62 when a "helper” locomo¬ 
tive, pushing back of the train, 
exploded. ’Die force of the ex¬ 
plosion thrust forward, ripping the 
top off the cabcxjse. 

Fred Black. Elko, conductor, 
and O. C. Cherry, Elko, special 
agent, riding in the caboose, were 
scalded by live steam pouring 
from the engine boilers. 

J. P. Knowles, Elko, engineer of 
the locomotive, and Reuben E. 
Weaver, Salt Lake City, the fire¬ 
man, also were ^jured. 

'The caboose was wrecked but 
no other cars were derailed.

A 20 per cent slash in the relief 
lists of the State Relief adminis¬ 
tration here was announced today 
by Terrence Ha"oran. director. At 
the same time Mr. Halloran pre¬ 
dicted that unless the federal gov¬ 
ernment allots more funds to Cali¬ 
fornia for relief, a special session 
of the state legislature may be 
called to appropriate the necessary 
money. 

’The cut in relief rolls here re¬ 
duced the list from 1319 to 1038 
persons on relief. It was made to 
allow the 281 persons affected to 
sccept agricultural jobs offered 
through the National Reemploy¬ 
ment Service, Mr. Halloran said. 

More Cuts Due 

Further cuts wi'l be made, and 
within the next two weeks the re¬ 
lief list will be well under 1000 
he predicted. The highest figure 
at which the list has stood so far 
this year was 2081 on Jan. 2. The 
highest total since organization of 
the SRA, which formerly was the 
SERA, was 5260, on Feb, 15, 1935. 

All those dropped from the SRA 
lists this week accepted the pri¬ 
vate Jobs offered them, gladly, Mr. 
Halloran said. There are about 150 
more persons on the list who are 
experienced packing house and 
field workers. 

Seek .More Funds 

In regard to the financial situa¬ 
tion of the SRA. Mr. Halloran said 
that Judge Franklin Carr of Red¬ 
ding and Charles Schottland, rep¬ 
resenting the state relief commit¬ 
tee, left today for Washington, D. 
C., where they will urge President 
Roosevelt and Harry Hopkins^ 
head of the WPA, to allot J3,000,- 
000 more to California to carry the 
state relief burden until July 1. On 
that date a *24,000,000 fund appro¬ 
priated by the last state legisla¬ 
ture will become available. 

If the federal money is not 
forthcoming, Mr. Halloran said, he 
believes it may be necessary for 
the state legislature to hold a spe¬ 
cial session and appropriate more 
funds. 

At such a session the legislature 
also might consider the question of 
a permanent relief setup for Cali¬ 
fornia, Mr. Halloran believes. 
There has been considerable dis¬ 
cussion of merging the SRA with 
county welfare departments.

SACRAMENTO, March 20. <2Pi 
Frank Killam, chief of bureau, 
state buildings and grounds, hopes 
the Capitol—still staunch after 67 
years- -will stand "forever.” 

He dismisses talk of erecting a 
modem .skyscraper to take the 
place of the building first occu¬ 
pied on Nov. 25, 1869. 

"I'll do everything I ran,” 
Killam said, "to thwart plans of 
tearing down this building as 
long as I’m here—and that's 
supposed to be until 1942. Then 
I retire.” 

The tall, ever-busy superinten¬ 
dent points to the capitol as the 
architectural perpetuator of the 
spirit of '49. Countless small 
changes have not di-sturbed to any 
great extent its massive, sprawling 
features. 

Cost .81,477,377 

Governor Haight estimated in 
his annual me.ssage on Dee. 8, 
1869, that the final cost of the 
eapitol would be $1,447,377.04. 
Two new office buildings flanking 
Capitol Park and now in construc¬ 
tion will almost match that figure. 

Killam smilingly recalled the 
perennial diseu.ssions to move the 
state's headquarters to other 
cities. During 'he 1935 legislature 
Killam .said. As.sernblyman Hunt of 
I.rfis Angeles, revived such talk by 
.seeking to make Los Angeles the 
eapital rity. 

The people of California went to 
the polls on Nov. 3, 1908 165,630 

voting against S7,378 in favor of 
a proposition designating Berkeley 
the state’s headquarters. That was 
the last real threat. 

Moved to Vallejo 

Meeting in Monterey in 1849, the 
first constitutional convention de¬ 
cided that "Pueblo de San Jose" 
would be the first .seat of state 
government. Next it moved to 
Vallejo on Gcneial Vallejo’s "mu¬ 
nificent proposition" to lay out a 
city on the straits of Carquinez. 

The legislature met here in 
1852, in Benicia the following year, 
and Sacramento became the per¬ 
manent capital city in 1854 after 
much litigation. 

Today state otfiees center in 
■seven state buildings here, aug¬ 
mented by the governor’s mansion 


and rental of space in three other 
buildings, two buildings in Los 
Angeles, one in San Francisco and 
offices in almost every sizeable 
community.

There i« much difference be¬ 
tween an African and an Indian 
elephant. The slope of the Afri¬ 
can's back from his front .shoul¬ 
ders to his hind flanks is great¬ 
er. his tusks longer and his ears 
larger and more fan shaped than 
his Asiatic cousin’s. While the 
normal position of the Indian ele¬ 
phant’s ears is close to his body 
the African's are held out away 
from his body, giving an appear¬ 
ance of added size. Temperament, 
however, is the most obvious dif¬ 
ference. The Indian has a sunny 
disposition and is easily taught, 
while the other Is incorrigible and 
Impossible as a pupil. No mat¬ 
ter how a trainer may try. no 
matter what method he may use. 
it Is useless. The African still 
remains the adamant dunce. 

Paehydermal osculation, or 
kissing among the masslves is a 
very involved thing. It consists 
first of raising the trunk, as 
in a salute. Then, as the tninks 
reax’h their highest point, they 
begin to wind about each oth¬ 
er. >^hen they finish winding. 


you have to scrutinize them 
closely to tell which trunk be¬ 
longs to which elephant. 

In India, one quite often sees a 
cow elephant standing on her head 
in a frenzy of despair, but get¬ 
ting any ponderous pachyderm, 
male or female, to stand on its 
head is qnite a task. It requires 
brains, brawn and apparatus. 

It is easier to teach an ele¬ 
phant tricks than it is to train 
a boy to become a circus rider, 
for despite the boy's superior in¬ 
telligence, it takes many years of 
hard work to make the grade. An 
elephant requires only a few 
months, for even in his natural 
state he is something of a gym¬ 
nast. 

There are 30 elephants in the 
menagerie of the A1 G. Barnes 
circus, coming to Santa Ana Mon¬ 
day, March 30 for performances 
at 2 and 8 p. m. Nearly every 
.species may be seen in its vast 
zoological collection.

For more than 52 weeks or less 
than 103 weeks of employment 
during which contributions were 
made he is entitled to 1.3 weeks of 
benefit in 12 consecutive months. 

20 Weeks Per Year 

For more than 103 weeks of em¬ 
ployment he is entitled to 20 weeks 
of benefit in 12 con.secutlve 
months. 

For partial employment the em¬ 
ploye is entitled to equivalent 
benefits when his total eaming.q 
are le.ss than tht amount he wouid 
receive if totally unemployed. In 
other words, if a worker would be 
entitled to .$15 a week if totally 
unemployed but was earning .$10 a 
week through partial employment 
he would get $5 a week for the 
specified number of weeks to bring

WASHINGTON. March 20. UP\ 
Progress in developing rockets 
which may pierce the secrets of 
the skies is described by the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

In a new report on the work of 
Dr. Robert H. Goddard of Clark 
university in developing these 
rockets, the institution, which at 
one time financed his research, de¬ 
clared that “rocket ships” which 
would carry human beings are im¬ 
possible at present but that the 
carrying of scientific instruments 
is practical. 

Si)eed 700 Miles Per 
Dr. Goddard’s rockets, which 
weigh between 58 and 85 pounds, 
have attained speeds of 700 miles 
an hour, or 200 miles greater than 
the highest airplane speed which 
engineers expect to achieve, and 
have risen about 7,.500 feet in 
.short experimental flights in the 
desert near Roswell. N. M. 

The motor of the machine, the 
Smithsonian report declared, is a 
combustion chamber in which 
liquid oxygen and gasoline mix 
with explosive force. The result¬ 
ing power is exerted downward 
through nozzles to the tail. 

>Iust Reduce Weight 
To control these jets and keep 
the rocket on a straight path. Dr. 
Goddard developed a small gyro¬ 
scope, a rapidly spinning top 
which resists efforts to turn it. 
This controls the fins on the tail 
which direct tSie driving flames. 

The Smithsonian institution de¬ 
clared that at present the motor 
and means of stabilization are 
satisfactory and the next practical 
problem to solve is the reduction 
of weight of the rockets them¬ 
selves.

CYCAD COLLECTION 
ADDS TO BEAUTY OF 
BOTANICAL GARDENS 


Apart from the azaleas, camel- 
I’us and other beautiful spring 
flowering shrubs and trees which 
annually attract a host of garden 
lovers to the Huntington library 
and art gallery, visitors this year 
will find unusual beauty in the 
eycad collection growing in tropi- 
(al profu.sion amid tree ferns and 
other rare planLs. 

For the first time since the gar¬ 
dens were opened to visitors a 
numbi'r of female plants of the 
species "Cycas revoluta” (called 
sago palm) are in fnrit at one 
time. Fortunately, one of them 
may be ob.servcd clo.sely, as it is 
a low-growing specimen located 
on the path leading to the art gal¬ 
lery. It presents a very gay ap¬ 
pearance, bright red fruit on yel¬ 
low carpels, .set in a crown of stiff 
green outer leaves. In the nest- 
like protection of soft, felty, leaf¬ 
like structures, rusty-brown in col¬ 
or, are the fruit, almost a.s large 
as peaches or plums. 

The Huntington botanical gar¬ 
dens arc open to visitors in con¬ 
nection with the art gallery and 
library exhibitions each week-day 
afternoon (except Mondays) and 
on the first and third Sundays of 
each month. Gards admitting to 
the gardens may be obtained by 
writing to the exhibitions office.

payment.s. 'Ilie syndicate was 
heavily in debt for building mate¬ 
rial and other commodities used 
in getting P’airvipw off to a fly- ■ 
ing start. It began to borrow. A 
new.spaper which had been found¬ 
ed. ceased publication in the 
spring of 1889. Sales of lots be¬ 
came fewer and fewer. 

In May. 1890, the syndicate dis¬ 
solved, after its assets and liabil¬ 
ities had been taken over by two 
creditors, p'rancis B. (,'larke and 
Amos PI. Jefferson. 

But Falrvicw died hard. Al¬ 
though the Southern California 
boom flattened out in 1889 and 
"blasted hopes” were scattered all 
over this part of the state, Fair- 
view in 1893 was still being dan¬ 
gled before the eyes of the public , 
as a town of certain and remark- ; 
able future. In the Santa Ar. i - 
Daily and Weekly Blade of June 
1, 1893, appeared two columns of 
praise for the community. ; 

Despite the fact that the prop- ! 
erty was described in glowing ' 
terms, one of the men who had 
(ximc in earlier, inserted a notice 
just below this description, which 
indicated a willingness to dispose 
of his holdings. This gentleman, , 
W. F. Tate, had already moved to '

i There is scarcely anything left 
of the town of Fairview. The 
magnificent hotel was moved 
away or torn down. The same 
fate crept up on the spacious [ 
homes. The railroad was tom up. ' 
Fairview became a ghost town. :

Our ('hance to Help 

S OUTHERN CALIFORNIA’S heart goes out to the suf¬ 
fering thousands of the flood-ravaged East. Having 
felt the ruthless force of Mother Nature in a violent mood 
ourselves, we sympathize with those unhappy citizens 
across the continent who have lost home, property, or 
loved ones in one of the worst floods of the past quarter 
century. 

Unsolicited contributions already have started pour¬ 
ing into the Santa Ana Red Cross office. And a general 
broadcast for additional financial help is being made as 
a result of President Roosevelt’s suggestion that the Red 
Cross raise a fund of $3,000,000 for flood relief. 

Meanwhile the vast coffers of the federal govern¬ 
ment also are swinging open for the benefit of those 
whom the floods have pillaged. A senate bill calls for 
appropriation of $5,000,000 and the WPA offers an allot¬ 
ment of $18,000,000 toward the rehabilitation of the 
stricken area. 

Some of the East’s most fertile valleys and thriving 
cities have been overwhelmed by the swirling waters. 
The mighty Ohio, Potomac, Susquehanna, and other rivers 
have burst their banks at a cost of more than 100 human 
lives and $150,000,000 damage to property. Equinoctial 
storms and melting snow packs and ice fields threaten 
to pour new waters into already overburdened streams. 
The situation is alarming. 

Misery of 200,000 homeless refugees is heightened 
by the breakdown of transportation lines, the scarcity of 
food and shelter, and the failure of utility .services in 
many areas. 

Southern California remembers the impulsive liberal¬ 
ity with which the rest of the nation came to her aid 
three years ago when the earth trembled and buildings 
fell. And with the Ea.st needing help, it will find that 
Southern California knows how to respond generously. 


Ten to One 

W HEN they go into the business of turning out me- 
chancial cotton pickers, the Ru.st brothers say they 
will limit their own salaries to 10 times the salary of 
their lowest paid employe. At first blush, this doesn’t 
seem to be so magnanimous. Ten to one is a pretty big 
spread. A boss paying a good wage scale could do quite 
well by himself. But let’s see how it would work on some 
going concerns. 

Take the American Telephone and Telegraph com¬ 
pany, for example. In 1934 its president Walter Gifford 
drew a salary of $210,050, and he probably earned it. 
But what a fine thing it would be if each of those nice 
switchboard girls got one-tenth that much—$21,005 a 
year. 

In 1928 Bethlehem Steel paid President Eugene Grace 
a $831,445 bonus. We don’t recall what his salary was. 
If the lowest puddler at the mill had drawn $83,144, none 
of them would have objected, although perhaps the stock¬ 
holders would have. 

Dan Tobin, head of the Teamsters and Chauffeurs 
union, gets $25,000 a year, we understand. Wonder if 
the lowest of his dues—paying members gets $2,500. 

And for that matter, wouldn’t it be great if every 
American family had the chance to earn one-tenth of the 
$75,000 paid to President Roosevelt. 

We are not suggesting that any corporation, labor 
union, or other organization put this scheme into practice. 
But in connection with the country’s great need for pur¬ 
chasing power, it is an interesting thought. 


Why Look on the Gloomy Side? 

W ITH war again menacing Europe and threatening to 
reverse the forward movement of the human race, 
the cry goes up; “Civilization is crumbling.’’ 

That’s what the ancient Greeks thought when their 
little world succumbed to the new vigor of the Mediter¬ 
ranean races; that’s what the Romans thought when their 
marble corridors cracked under the wild rush of northern 
tribes. 

Civilization does not crumble; it may slip back a 
step here and there, but its general progress is always 
forward. 

The civilized world has been pricked with minor 
troubles since the suicidal World war. The mushroom 
growth of nationalism and its attendant hatred and in¬ 
tolerance, the financial chaos that has made good feeding 
grounds for the advocates of rebellion and bloodshed, the 
growing spirit of unrest and fear among nations—all 
these things do not point toward an end to civilization, 
as some alarmists believe, but they chart the inevitable 
course of maladjustment following the war and its stupid 
treaties. 

The European clash of national aims and ideals will 
be found, we think, not to mark the “crumbling of civiliza¬ 
tion,” but one of those recurrent readjustments the world 
has known since its surface was first marked off by 
political boundary lines.
